The Attorney General asks the court 


to issue a decree declaring that the state 
ia the absolute owner of this properly, 
including nil buildings, wharves, etc., 
that have been erected thereon, and 
that the defendants huve no title to the 
lands, and no control over them or over 
improvements which have been made 
upon them. He also sisks that defend- 
ants be perpetually enjoined from as- 
serting any claim to the lands or im- 
provements. 
The lands involved are valued nt sev- 


eral millions of dollars, and include the 
entire water front of Oakland on San 
Francisco bay and San Antonio creek. 
The action is the outgrowth of the recent 
action of some of the defendants in 
erecting a fence of piles several miles in 
length in the shoal water in that part of 
the hay.

the name of tbe linn or by advertise- 
ment, and a filing of a certificate of co- 
partnership with the proper recording 
ofllcer.

of food, few growers think of using 
them on the table.

one of the commonest sources of waste, 
by mining raisins, seedless or otherwise, 
iu the sponge when she bus u batch to 
bake.
